Procedure: 

Encourage your child to look at items in the recycle 
bin and think about what could be made with them. 
‘Ten have her take ihe things in the recycle bin, 
arrange them in a pleasing way, and glue them 
together to moke a wild and wacky sculpture. When 
the sculpture is finished, your child mightwant to 
paint it and give it atile. 


Extension: 

Look at the work of folk ortists. Folk artists often use 
whatever they have on hond to create works of at 
Some take bottle caps and string them together to 
‘make wonderful art. Others take old bits of wood 
‘and paint them to lok bright and beautful
